contrast to what was supplisd WiMO It 
was operated by the city. 

The inuiilclpal electric light plant of 
Oravcr.cnd, N. Y., constructed at a cost 
of ai'i'. ii\liiuitely $12(>,(K)<), was never 
pot lutu uiicratlon and waa sold for 
131,100 after the annexation of OraTSS- 
end to Brooklyn. 

The sleetrie light plant boaght by the 
dty council of CarroUton, Oa., was op- 
erated only a few months on account 
of the protests of the dtisens and waa 
turned over to the former o'^-ners. 

In UK)] the city of iHiiikIrk, Ind., 
purchased the electric llKht plant, as- 
suming the bonded Iiidclite<lneBH of 
S23,500. As It was not paying Its way 
the dty effected a conipromlBe with 
the twndbolders, to whom the plant 
was turned over, the city making a 
cash payment of 98,S00. Ths mayor 
writes tiiat the sale was dns to "poUti- 
eal changes in controL** 

A municipal eleetrto Ufht ptaat was 
Installed by Ellwood 0^^, PiL, tn 1901 
at a cost of ^l.'i.cXX), By 1904 It had be- 
come Inadeipiate to carry Us load, so 
the generating plant was shut down 
niid has stood Idle ever since, poTver 
bel.ig supplied by' a private company.

A CHEAP LESSON. 



New York Abandons Its Experiment In 
Munielpa.' Lighting. 
About two yeara ago the city of 
New York Installed at a coat of 9122,- 
84S a combined garbage incinerator 
and electric light plant, the enrrent 
developed being used to light the Wil- 
liamsburg bridge. The Intention was 
to effect a saving over the cost of 
lighting the bridge by contract, and 
after the plant had t>eeii In operation 
six mouths Coromiaalouer Woodbury 
estimated tiiat the asTlng amoontsd to 

about 40 per cent 

It was therefore somewhat of a sur- 
prise to those who were not aware of 
the real facts to Isam that the lighting 
plant had besn shot down. Tlie engi- 
neers In charge frankly admit that the 
plant has been run at a loss, and, al 
though they are chary al>out giving 
figures, the best Information obtaina- 
ble is to the effect tliiil tlw loss amount- 
ed tf) about $U.'),(KKi 11 year as compared 
with the cost by contract. In other 
words, It cost the dty with free fuel 
about twice as much to light the 
bridge aa a prtrats company ehargea, 
althoogh the company has to bay its 
fuA 

It Is fortnnats for New York that it 
made Ita electric lighting experiment 
on a small scale, for if it had under- 
taken to do all Its public lighting aud 
bad sustaliK'd a proportionate loss the 
effect on the tax rale (and indirectly 
on rents) would have l(een such as to 
make the M. O. advocates move to some 
locality where their theory had not be- 
come a condition. As it la the Issson 
wlU be cheap at the prlos-lf It has 
been really learned. .
